A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The examiner explained what applicant's invention is and discussed the following: 

How broad the applicant claimed his invention. 

How reasonably the claims limitations are addressed. 

The examiner even updated her search and provided more reference to show why claims 1 , 7, and 1 1 , to name a few, 
are not going to be allowed. 

Regarding claim 1 "specified periodicity" is taught, for example, Meiyappan 6993542 col. 3 lines 14-32 wherein 
"Sampling switch 1 1 0 samples during periods when its sampling input line is active ... the output of sampling switch 
110 is also N bits wide and is periodically clocked..." 

The examiner provided another reference IBM that is patented in 1990 that specifically shows applicant's invention 
(see USPN 6993542 col. 2 lines 24-39, col. 5 lines 26-65 and fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 7, applicant's argument is not persuasive because Furula 5327522 clearly discloses the argued 
subject matter more specifically "periodically switching between iterative outputs generated by at least a first linear 
feedback shift register and iterative outputs generated by at least a second linear feedback shift register". Moreover the 
examiner provided other reference to show his invention is very well known as claimed (see Ooi USPN 5790666 col. 7 
lines 5-35, fig. 2; PS signal generator 310 ... 3LFSRs ... switching signal 214 ... ) 

Regarding claim 1 1 , every single limitation is covered by the applied reference Thomas et al. 2003/0072059 A1 , for 
example, see claim 29 to name a few, the two tabs that is equivalent to the argued subject matter "one or more 
operands". 

Regarding claim 17, examiner disagrees with the applicant's argument because the applied reference Walmsley 
20050066168 discloses encrypting random number, time varying random number to protect an attacker from reading 
out the random numbers (see par. 0358-0365 and 0942 and 0943). And examiner suggested to bring the novel idea of 
encrypting from applicant's disclosure page 14 and fig. 6 into claim 17 in the next applicant's response.
